Bu 
wearied, war-worn spirit has at last found 
Men marvelled, as well ihey might, 
that fifty years of constant struggle should 
have affect. d so little the vehement a of hi*, 
temper, or the vigor of his intellect. Cat soil 
was; for more than fitly years this 
"strange," "cold,' "retiring ' man was 
waging incessant war; — as a boy, warring 
against ui.kiadly fortune, — as a man. 
against the errors and follies of men. — 
errors and follies in the deepest sense. 
Not lor him were rjuixolic and dainty 
crusades against social shams and ab<urd 
ities; — nor plaintive appeals to iron-clad 
Philistines nor sentimental homilies to 
frail, fair Potiphar.-. :— not satirical thrusts 
at impervious I'odsnaps— but rather di- 
rect, sweeping, resistless a=sruilt 9 upon 
those conditions of a merely material civ- 
ilization which favor these m-instrous 
growtU. His creed was catholic, com- 
preheimve and brief: Constitutional 
freedom and uBiversal enlightenment are 
the irreversible guarantees ol' a pure and 
noble civilization. 

Trained by long years of laborious 
study to habits of severe investigation, 
and familiar by frequent exposition with 
all the forms of logical expression, his 
keen and active intellect solved the most 
dilficnlt problem* with the celerity of in 
stinct, :.ud almost with the certainty of 
J. monstrati.;n. His mind might 
be said to have exiiiuited an unusually 
high development of all those facillies 
which iu practical combination'! are 
known among men as— common sense, 
and these faculties received aiW ; "onal 
forte from the fearless temper, the lofty 
spirit, and the itiriexible win which ma.nly- 
determined tie character of 'ais intel- 
lectual expression. With 3 ath powers 
be was admirably ftted for the position 
of a popular leader,— and whether re 
forming an educational system, modifying 
the conditions of societury development, 
shaping the policy of a Slate, confronting 
the agents of a tyrannous usurpation,
